4. The story method should be adopted especially at primary level. 

5. The continuity should be maintained in both logical and 
psychological orders. 

6. Unnecessary repetition should be avoided. 

7. The material should be according to the capacity, capability and 
potentiality' of the students. 

8. It should be tried to arrange the lessons in small paragraphs. 

9. The volume of the textbooks should be appropriate according to the 
different levels of the classes. 

1 0. Exercises should be included at the end of every lesson alongwith 
objective, essay type and activity based short answer questions. 




I NSTRUCTIONAL STRATEGIES FOR CLASSES Yl-Yii 

1. In middle classes secondary and higher secondary stages various 
methods, techniques, ways, approaches and skills can be 
attempted to explain different concepts relating to Moral 
Education i.e lectures, conversation, discussion, inductive, 
deductive, role play, dramatisation, problem solving, heuristic, 
simulation, answer question and participation etc. 
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2. Before teaching different lessons the teacher should prepare a 
short lesson plan to make the teaching learning process more 
effective, interesting, systematic, fruitful and inspiring. During 
this process partial evaluation may be continued throughout the 
whole activity. 

3. Coloured pictures beautiful charts, models, maps, overhead 
projector, radio, filmstrips, tape recorder, TV and computer 
should be utilised to keep the students attentive and make the 
lessons meaningful and interesting.
